The following are actual documents from the press and pelice reports 


in Berlin of the days that followed: | 


May 4th, 1929 (Special Report). 

In order to pacify the centres of 
unrest, Wedding and Neukoelln, in 
which grave fighting again took place 
yesterday evening and in the course 
of the night, I have ordered the fol- 
lowing measures to be taken: 

“Between the hours of 9 p.m . and 
4 a. m. all traffic in the streets men- 
tioned below is prohibited. Excep- 
tions are made only in the case oi 
doctors. midwives and ambulance- 
men. There must be no loitering on 
doorsteps, in porchways and corners. 
The windows giving on the streets 
must remain closed during the hours 
mentioned. Nor must there be any 
light in rooms facing the street dur- 
ing these hours. Inhabitants infring- 
ing these orders expose themselves to 
risk of having their windows fired 
on by the pelice. 


“During the daytime no person is 
allowed to linger in the districts and 
streets mentioned, or on house-land- 
ings, corners, or entrances. The 
police have special orders to see that 
no one remains longer on the streets 
than is absolutely necessary. Persons 
moving on the streets without a defi- 
nite place of destinafion will. be ar- 
rested. Three or more persons must 
not walk together. All cycling is 
prohibited. Public houses and restau- 
rants situated within the districts 
mentioned will be closed at 9 p. m. 

“Persons infringing these rules will 
endanger their lives.

makes the following statement, being 


kolin (women’s club organized by the 
church). The club had arranged a 
spring festival for the 3rd May, 1929 
at 7 p. m. in Kliéns Festsale, which 
was however cancelled by the chair- 
man, Rev. Leist, at the request of 
the police. Instead, we two therefore 
went with two other families to the 
Ashinger Cafe on the Kaiser-Freid- 
rich-Platz in Neukolin. When we re- 
turned to our flat about 11 o’clock, 
our twenty-year-old son Martin was, 
to our surprise, missing from home. 
Early next morning we heard to our 
horror that our son Martin had been 
shot by the police (shot in the back). 

‘urther details of how and where this 
happened have not been given to us. 
We only know from the doctor in at- 
tendance at the Erckstrasse Neukolin 
first aid station, that our son was 
taken there dead by four men in a 
taxi-cab at 9.55 p. m. On the 4th 
May, 1929, the next day, we entered 
our flat between 3 and 5 p.m. and 
found a note signed by a police ser- 
geant, informing us that our son was 
in the Neukolin Hospital. He was 
buried from there on Saturday 11.5 
(Jacobi Cemetery). 

“I wish to add that the doctor at 
the. first-aid station in the Erck- 
strasse informed me when giving par- 
ticulars of his examination after my 
son had been brought to him, that 
eve a funeral procession had been 
sea at in the Mainserstrasse in Neu- 

olin. 


“*We have received the papers of 
our son, but not the key and purse 
of money which he took with him 
when he left the house. 

“*From my own observation I would 
like to add the following: 

“‘About 630 pm. I saw how two 
policemen who were on a lorry in 
the FPriedrichstrasse in Neukolin 
struck a passing cyclist who wore a 
red carnation in his buttonhole, with 
their fist in the back of the neck, 
although the latter had not given the 
slightest cause for such action.’

Urge Unity 

In a letter which was distributed 
to all the delegates before the con- 
ference, the Provisional United Front 
Committee urged that a representa- 
tive arrangements committee be 
elected to meet with the Provisional 
Committee and with other groups to 
jointly work out details for a dem- 
onstration in which all workers’ or- 
ganizations without exception should 
participate with their banners to 
show the unity in struggle of work- 
ers of various political and other 
eMiliations. 

Table Letter 

Chairman Weinfeld informed the 
conference that a letter had been re- 
ceived from the Provisional Commit- 
tee, and, without stating that it re- 
quested a hearing for its delegation, 
had the letter tabled. Attempts at 
discussion from the floor were ruled 
out of order. 

Throughout the conference, the so- 
called “militants” of the Socialist 
Party kept playing a game of pre- 
tending to stand for a united front 
and for admitting the delegation. 
They kept running into the lobby 
to assure the committee that they 
were “fighting” the machine.

Significant in the conference was 
the participation of the leaders of 
the Workers’ Committee on Unem- 
ployment and the Association of the 
Unemployed. These o 
had been previously invited by the 
Unemployed Councils to join in form- 
ing the provisional committee which 
later decided upon the June 3 con- 
ference of all workers’ organizations 
to plan united struggle. This call 
they rejected, the delegates from the 
Association which is lead by the 
Lovestoneites making a statement 
that they will never join in any 
united front with political groups. 
Altho the Workers’ Committee made 
the same excuse fer rejecting the 
call for united action, the conference 
called Saturday by the Socialists and 
the Unemployed League found Mary 
Fox and other leaders participating 
as well as Becker and Rubinstein of 
the Association! It became clear 
that they objected to dealing only 
with those workers’ organizations 
which have a militant program to 
offer and that the only united front 
they favor is unity of the reformists 
in opposition to united action of the 
workers. 

When later in the conference the 
majority of the delegates voted to 
reconsider the decision not to admit 
the United Front Committee delega- 
tion, the chairman ruled that only 
a two-thirds majority could carry 
such a motion.

Paper Money; Part of 
Fight Against Britain 


WASHINGTON, May 2%. — The 
Pletcher-Stéagall Bill which proposes 
that the United States Congress re- 
move all United States bonds and 
cutrency from any connections with 
gold payménts will go to Cofigress 
tomorrow 


This bill, especially requested by 
Roosevelt, abolishes the “gold clause” 
in all publ's and private debt agrée- 
ments. The government will not be 
required to pay off its debts in gold, 

even in thosé cases where it prom- 
ised. that it would do so. 

United States money will no longer 
have any relation to gold, and its 
value will fluctuate with the im- 
provément or worsening of govern- 
ment credit. United States money 
will’ be wholly and completely paper 
money. 

This act of Roosevelt's is part of

It is true that the bill gives 
coordinator ho power to cut 
but the roads are quite free to 
through the arbitration ma- 
of the Railway Labor Act 
have cut wages directly through 
so-called collective bargaining, and 
indirectly by as much as 50 per cent 
through short time, reclassification, 
abolishing jobs and every other pos- 
sible device. Reduction in payrolls 
however can be made most sharply 
by cutting the payroll altogether, that 
is reducing forces. 

The roads have also done this, 
without the coordinator, to the point 
where on February 15, there were 
hardly more than 900,000 men on 
the payrolls. The exact number of 
men the roads hope to get rid of 
through the good offices of the rail 
czar, can of course only be estimated. 
Some say 100,000 men. Some say 
300,000.. How many years it will take 
to reduce forces to this extent is not 
mentioned. The amendment, accept- 
able to the Railroad Labor Chiefs, 
gives the roads the right to reduce 
forces by 5 per cent every year, below 
the bed rock employment figure for 
May 1933, which is to be taken as a 
basis for future calculations. The 
roads therefore can continue to re- 
duce their forces by 45,000 men a 
year and in five years they will have 
another quarter of a million more 
men off the payrolls. This will give 
them a millon less mén than in 1929. 
Stagger Plan Will Become the 


Rule 

But will the roads be satisfied with 
this? They will not! Consolidations 
and similar moves are going to abol- 
ish more than 5 per cent of railroad 
jobs in a year. Claude R. Porter, I. 
©. C. Commissioner for the Western 
Roads proposes and outlines a plan 
for er pee 30 per cent of the 
present mileage. There is no} 
question whatever-that these “econ- 
omies” mean less jobs, what will be 
the counter-proposal to lay-offs.

Economy, Wagener, has just issued an 
order prohibiting all strikes, although 
Hitler, in his May 1 speech, proc- 
laimed that the National Socialist 
Party has put an end to the class 
struggle. Dr. Ley, head of the “Ger- 
man Workers’ Front,” countersigned 
Wagener’s order. 

An eight weeks’ truce has been 
proclaimed for all labor conflicts. This 
truce proclamation—in a fight which 
is all over ostensibly—must be rather 
a surprise to the Nazi followers, who 
were assured that their wages would 
not be reduced before September 30, 
1933. As Hitler did not confirm this 
guarantee in his May Day speech, the 
number of strikes supported by Nazi 
workers has naturally increased— 
some of these strikes even being or- 
ganized by the Nazi factory organi- 
zations. 

This new crder by Wagener and 
Ley is also supposed to prohibit all 
lockouts, but in actuality it is only a 
way to hold back the Nazi workers, 
who are told: “Nobody can take 
power away from us. Economic life 
belongs to us, the factories are ours, 
the work-benches are ours. There- 
fore ever endeavor to destroy all this, 
which belongs to us, must be nipped 
in the bud. . . . Only the enemies of 
our movement are interested in proc- 
laiming strikes, lockouts, or the like.” 

MOSCOW, May 19, ‘By Mail).— 
The “Pravda” comments on the “eight 
weeks ‘truce forbidding all strikés in 
Germany as follows: 

“The destruction of the German 
trade unions and their incorporation 
into the system of the Fascist state 
are among the principal methods by 
which the National-Socialists are try- 
ing to smash the German workers’ 
movement Therefore the destruction 
of the trade unions must be consid- 
ered an event of more than ordinary 
importance. 

“When the Fascists were fighting 
for power they demagogically main- 
tained that they would transform the 
trade unions into organs of “an ener- 
getic batile against trust capitalism,” 
and use them in the fight. for higher 
wages. 

“Instead of this. the Fascists now 
issue a decree forbidding the German 
workers to employ the strike weapon, 


thus wholly abandoning their wages | 
to the arbitrary mercies of their ex- | 


ploiters. In so doing. the Fascists are 


crushing with an iron heel the last 


remnants of freedom which the Ger- 
man workers had won for themselves 
in the course of decades. This new 
decree clearly shows what the ‘new 
phase’ of the Fascist counter-revolu- 
tion amounts to. 

“This is the execution of a series of 
measures aimed at the complete sub- 
mission of the working class to the 
unrestrained arbitratriness of the ex- 
ploiters. 

Nazis Preach Class Collaboration 

“The ‘Voelkische Beobachter’ (cen- 
tral organ of the Nazi Party) recom- 
mends to the German, working class 
that it feel itself at one with the 
German nation.. The German work- 
ers are to be ‘soldiers of the nation.’ 
‘Collaboration’ between the workers 
and the employers is to be estab- 
lished, just like the ‘collaboration’ 
between soldiers and officers at the 
front. This is the ‘honest mediation’ 
between labor and capital that was 
prociaimed by Hitler at the Fascist 
“Workers’ Congress.” 

“The Fascists will not succeed in 
destroying class struggle in Germany 
by prohibiting strikes. This solution 


stration took place in front of the 
Communist Party house, which is 
now occupied by Nazi Storm Troop- 
ers. The Nazi guards took to their 
heels as the workers sang the “In- 
ternationale.” The police arrived too 
late to arrest any demonstrators. 

Another demonstration was held by 
the Young Communist League in an- 
other part of Bremen. A young com- 
rade addressed the crowd for a quar- 
ter of an hour—the Communists’ 
courage evoking the workers’ p .

Mutiny in Forced Labor Camp 

Seven hundred and fifty men mu- 
| tinied because of the bad food in‘ the 
Longerich labor camp near Cologne. 
The men sang revolutionary songs. 
When the camp commander asked 
whether any man had a complaint 
to make, all 750 stepped forward. 
This success was achieved by the 
Young Communist League, which 
had distributed leaflets in the camp. 

Thus we see the anti-Fascist 
struggle continuing uninterruptedly 
in spite of Fascist terror, spreading 
to more and more groups of workers. 
That is the reason for the new wave 
of terror started by the Nazis. But 
not all, the terror in the world can 
quench the revolutionary fighting 
spirit of the German workers.

MORGAN BANKS CONTINUE 
DI ENDS AT 1929 RATES 


Eight New York City banks, among 
them six dominated by J. P. Morgan, 
have reported dividend payments for 
the current year on par with those 
paid at the 1929 peak. The banks are: 
Fulton Trust Co., Commercial Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Co., Bankers 
Trust Co., Central Hanover Bank & 
Trust Co., First National Bank, 
Guaranty Trust Co., New York Trust 
Co., and U. S. Trust Co. All but the 
first named two are controlled by 
the Morgan group. 

For the year 1929, seven of these 
banks paid out dividends totalling

Germany Cuts Tourist 
Trade as Tension
